BOISE, Idaho, June 4.—The taking 
of the testimony in the trial of Wil- 
liam D. Haywood, charged with the 
murder of Gov. Frank Steuenberg, was 
begun this morning. 

In his statement to the jury State’s 
Attorney James H. Hawley asserted 
that an inner circle of the Western 


Federation of Miners planned and 
procured the murder of Steunenberg 
as one of the steps in a far-reaching 
conspiracy that embraced many mur- 
ders. : 

' From the opening question asked C. 
¥. Wayne, the State’s first witness, it 
was evident the intention was to lead 
up to the confession of Orchard as 
quickly as possible. The queries put 
to other witnesses caried out that im- 
pression. 

Mr. Hawley’s statement consumed one 
heur and 20 minutes and was delivered 
te a crowded court room. It met a fire 
ef objection from the defense, first 
against the assertion of Mr. Hawley 


‘ that the leaders of the Western Federa-

tion of Miners were responsible for 
jscores of murders,” and next against 
charge that the great conspiracy 
ed back to the infancy of the 

" Pedération. 

By agreement the defense was given

of the State to shew a general con- 
spiracy, and te limit the case as close- 
ly as possible to the Steunenberg 
crime.

Besides property holdings in St. Louis, 
he has extensive interests at Greenville, 
Tex., where he spends part of his time. 
Recntly Mrs. Dale obtained a legal sp- 
aration from her husband in the Mis- 
souri courts. ‘The custody of the boy 
also was awarded to her and a writ 
was issued ordering Dale to ‘surrender 
him te the mother. 

When an officer went to serve 
writ an dtake charge of the boy, he 
learned that both Dale and tif boy 
had disappeared. From friends of the 
missing man it was learned that he was 
on his way to New York to leave the 
country. 

Mrs. Dale then obtained a warrant 
for her husband and the police of New 
York were notified to arrest him on 
sight. She also retained Marshal] B. 
Clarke and Arthur L. Livermore of 30 
Broad street, New York, as counsel, and 
they reported the to District At- 
torney Jerome. The attorneys have ob- 
tained a writ of habeas corpus from 
Justice Gildersleeve or the Supreme 
Court for the boy.

Lawyers Submit Their Challenges 
and Trial Probably Will Begin 
Wednesday Morning.

Depositions from persons who 
Claim to have heard Killian threaten 
Williams will be among the testimony 
intorduced by the defendant's attor- 
Circuit Attorney Sager has an- 
nounced that he will produce witnesses 
to swear that the killing was without 
provocation and that it was done when 
Killian was helplessly drunk.

She had told Jackson she was a widow, 
and the fact that she had two children 
was the chief circumstance which de- 
termined Jackson to ':singie her out 
among the 1]8. 

Jackson does not charge Mrs. Sutton 
with duplicity. Before she married him, 
he declares, she obtained a signed state- 
ment from a number of her neighbors 
and relatives deciaring their belief that 
she was a free woman, and that the in- 
carceration of her husband was equiv- 
alent to a divorce. 

Relying on this eminent legal advice, 
she married Jackson without misgivings. 
She did, in fact, he says, hear that Sut- 
ton was dead, but it proved to be not 
the convict, but his brother.

When she reached Annapolis she was 
met with abuse and reproaches, insti- 
gated, surmises the loyal Jackson, by 
the jealousy of the innumerable swains 
whom his success with the lady had re- 
duced to despair.

31, and astonished the Justice by inter- 
runting the ceremony to pray for the 
blessings of happiness and a numerous 
progeny upon his marriage. The wom- 
an is 26 years old. She paid the mar- 
riage fee after Jackson had turned his 
pockets inside out in a vain search for 
$2.50.

Why It Has Not Operated 
Trolley System. 


The suit of the City of St. Louis: to 
compel the Wiggins Ferry Co. to remove 
its tracks and trolley poles from the 
route of the abandoned Fourth Street 
and Arsenal Railway along South Sec- 
ond and Third streets on trial in 
Judge Kinsey’s court. The suit is 
brought in the name of the Attorney- 
General, ‘who alleges that the line has 
not been operated since 1899 and that 
the tracks and poles are in a dilapidated 
condition and ought to be removed. 

The ferry company is defendant by 
reason of its purchase of the franchise 
of the railway company. It asserts it 
cannot operate cars on the part of its 
former line between Chouteau avenue 
and Morgan street because the United 
Railways: won't permit it. The ferry 
company says the old Arsenal line was 
formerly operated by a contract with 
the People’s Railway. which permitted 
the use ofthe latter’s tracks north of 
" Scns wales fiwih cnhuuteau avenue. 
When the People’s line sold out to the 
St. Louis Traction Co. the latter com- 
pany would not let the little green 
cars of the Arsnal company use its 
tracks. The defendants say they have 
attempted to secure permission to use 
them since, but that this case now 
pending in the Court ef Appeals and has 
not yet resulted in a favorable decision.

HE MADE. “PEACE 
WITH A SHOTGUN 


Mlinois Farmer Segjously Injures 
His Sister’s Refractory 
Husband.

FAIRFIELD, Ilk, June 4.—In an ef- 
fort to make peace between his sister 
and his brother-in-law, Tobe Judd, a 
young farmer living 10 miles northeast 
of this city, last evening shot and proba- 
bly fatally injured his sister’s husband, 
Carl Murphy, aged 23. - 

Murphy and Miss Judd were married 
three years ago and separated ast 
Christmas because of alleged interfer- 
ence in their affairs by certain members 
of the Murphy family. Tobe Judd in- 
sisted that they become reconciled, and 
Murphy says Judd told him he would 
have to live with Mrs, Murphy or leave 
the State. 


Left the State at Once. 

Murphy chose to leave the State andl 
went to St. Louis. He returned last 
Friday and his brother-in-law immed}- 
ately sought him and insisted that he go 
back to his wife. 

In the quarrel that followed Judd is 
alleged to have made threats of shoot- 
ing. Monday evening Murphy and his 
uncle, Samuel Murphy,’ passed the Judd 
home, when Mrs. Murphy’s father, Hi- 
ram Judd, is said to have assgulted th» 
two Murphys with brickbats. 

Murphy Drew a Revolver. 

Carl Murphy drew a revolver and be- 
gan shooting at his father-in-law. ‘Tobe 
Judd appeared around the corner of the 
house in a buggy and turned loose at 
the twe men with a double-barreled 
shotgun, filling the body of his broth- 
er-in-law with a dozen or more buck- 
shot. Sam Murphy received two shot 
through the nose and three more passed 
through his hat. 

The Judds were bound over to court 
and the Murphys will be tried Friday, 
if their injuries will permit them. 

Both the Murphy and the Judd fam- 
ilies are among the best in that part 
of the county, the former recently mov- 
ing there from Princeton, Ind.

‘full text of the measure so proposed. 
'The second power is the referendum, 
land it may we ordered (except as to 
‘laws necessary for the immediate pres- 
ervation of the public peace, health or 
safety), either by petition signed by 5 
per centum of the legal voters, or by 
the legislator, as either bill is enacted. 
The ratio and per cent of legal voters 
hereinbefore stated shall be based upen 
the total number of votes cast at the 
last general election for the State of- 
fice receiving the highest 
votes at such election.”’ 

The veto power of the Governor shall | 
not extend to measures voted on by the 
people. 

Prohibition and Polygamy: 

The manufacture and sate of intoxicat- 
ing liquors is prohibited in that part of 
the State known as the Indian Territory 
for a period of 21 years, when the ques- 
tion may be, submitted to the people. In 
this section provisions aré made for tho 
salo of liquor in incorporated towns by 
agencies under State supervision and 
by druggists. 

In the first article the constitution 
says: “‘Polygamous or plural marriages 
are forever prohibited.” 

Thig section also gives the State the 
right to maintain separate schools for 
white and colored children.

The Terminal 
company has, therefore, prepared plans 
on an immense. scale for meeting this 
demand, and ffhiese plans will of neces- 
sity come before the “public in many 
phases during the _ discussion ef the 
rending bill authorizing the company to 
create a large track surface by filling 
in part of the river between Ashley and 
North Market’ streets, and occupying tne 
same with tracks and warehouses for a 
period of 50 years, at the expiration of 
which period the improvements becom 
the property of the city without further 
compensation. 

This yard plan is only a part of the 
proposed Terminal extensions. 

To Gridiron Ranken Tract, 

It is the company’s purpose to immc- 
diately open up and gridiron the recent- 
ly-leased Ranken tract, extending from 
Compton avenue almost to Grand ave- 
nue, on the north side of the pres2nt 
trackage in Mill Creek Valley, and to 
convert the major part of that grent 
area into team tracks and.the minor 
part into storage tracks. : 

Team tracke are tracks so laid as to 
leave room for wagons to pass eacn 
other between two lines of cars, thus 
permitting the loading or unloading of 
all cars standing thereon. 

Storage tracks aré tracks laid close to- 
gether, whereon cars are placed while 
awaiting their turn to ve pulled out on 
the team tracks for loading or unload- 
ing. 

At the present time, because of lack of 
track space, trains of cars are left 
Standing in remote parts of East St. 
Louis and are brought over at irregular 
times as the team tracks on the St. 
Louis side can be cleared. 

This involves great loss of time, be- 
Cause bridges and ferries are not al- 
Ways open to freight trains, just when 
@ team track is cleared. It is proposed, 
therefore, to have enough storage tracks 
on the St. Louis side to hold all cars 
that are to be loaded or unloaded hers, 
so that there shall be no difficulty or de- 
lay in keeping the team tracks filled up. 

This will mean an immense saving of 
not only the railroad company’s time, 
but of the time of St. Louis ‘shippers, 
vhich is now being wasted in waiting to 
get cars on the team tracks. 


More Passenger Tracks, 

When the Ranken tract is opened up, 
a part of ft will be assigned to passen- 
ger and Pullman coaches, and the great 
Wilderness of these coaches which is 
now visible eastw:i-1? of the Eighteenth 
street bridge, will disappear. This space 
will then be immediately relaid with 
team tracks and will afford ample ac- 
commodations for serving the central] 
business section, as the Ranken tract 
will serve the western business sec- 
tion.

Te End Cold Storage, 

Thus, loading tracks, or team tracks, 
will be brought within a short haul of 
each of the three business centers of 
the city, aand trackage will be fur- 
nished sufficient to accommodate al) 
cars as they come fh, without putting 
them in cold storage in some outlying 
district of Bast St. Louls or St. Louis 
County. 

But this is not all that is contem- 
plated. Immediately across the river 
from the Ashley and North Market 
streets track the Wiggins Ferry Co.

MANAGER MCHESNEY’S REASONS 
WHY CITY SHOULD AID TERMINAL 


Mr. William i McChesney Jr.. 
eral manager of the T rminal Associa- | 
tion, is a slender man, of soft Southern 
accent and uniformly courteous bearing, 
unostentious in dress and manner, and 
seemingly out of place in the turmoil 
at- Union Station, the heart of the great 
terminal system. If you want a quar- 
rel, his office is a very unpromising 
place to ro to, because you will have 
to make all the noise, while he con- 
tributes a few remarks in low tone of 
a tremulous voice. 


But they say he is as stuborn as a Mis- 

souri mule, and at the end of what 
seems to the caller who makes it to 
be -a most convincing argument, the 
McChesney announcement is_ that, 
“nevertheless and notwithstanding,”’ 
the compafiy’s course will be pursued as 
laid down. 

The Post-Dispatch, in its many years’ 
war on some of the regulations of the 
institution that the imperturbable Mr. 
McChesney speaks of «when he cares 
to speak at all), has often had occasion 
to interview him. It always found him 
an earnest and patient listener, but not 
much given to argument concerning the 
processes and purposes of the system 
he speaks for. 

At one time it seemed as though the 
real obsta’'e which  St.. Louis must 
climb over to win freedom from the 
tyranny of the bridge arbitrary Was Mc- 
Chesney. - 

McChesney, St. Louisan, First. 

But later observation made it quite 
clear that he was a St. Louisan before 
he was a Terminal man, and he wore 
no crepe on his sleeve when the Post- 
Dispatch representative called on him 
on Friday to discuss the recent capitu- 
lation of his company to the popular 
ultimatum of “no art rary.” 

‘Well,’ said he, “the Post-Dispatch 
and the public have finally secured what 
they have been shouting for all these 
years, and I’m giad of it. St. Louis is 
on the map, and there’s no more ‘pridge 
arbitrary.’ ” 

“But is that a fact or only fiiction, 
Mr. McChesney?” 

“Oh, it’s a fact all right, the best evi- 
dence of any fact in commerce is the 
arithmetic of it. St. Louis fs now 4 
basing point for all railroad traffic. 4l- 
though three months ago the basing 


point was East St. Louis, and the ralil- 
road freight map failed to recognize

denied all these years, since it could be 
so easily granted?’’ 
Concession Not Small, 

“Not so easily granted as you seem to 
think. I told you two years ago that 
this thing of making East St. Louis the 
basing ‘point was not a mere whim of 
the railroad men, but was a definite 
necessity growing out of years of pre- 
cedent, affecting Chicago, Cincinnati 
and every other American city west of 
Pittsburg. 

While it may seem a trivial matter 
to the man who knows nothing about 
it, there are hundreds of men engaged 
now, as they have been for weeks, in 
making new schedules, which will give 
to St. Louis the same rates from the 
East and to the East as East St. Louis. 
It is a gigantic task, and there are 
many arguments which the Post-Dis- 
patch would not concede, that justified 
a difference in rate between the west 
and the east side of the river. 

“But let that pass. Speaking for my- 
self, 1 recognize that the preponderance 
of all considerations favored St. Louis 
as a basing point, and I am sincerely 
glad that the question has been settled 
by the abolition of what your paper 
and the public have always denounced 
as the ‘bridge arbitrary.’ ”’ 

“But has it been abolished? Or is this 
late move only a trick of schedules?” 


Arbitrary Realy Gone. 


‘There's no trick about it at all. The 
arbitrary has been abolished in fact 
and in essence so far as the shipping 
public is concerned; and every road 
between here'and the Atlantic is rec- 
onciled to the abolition. Anybody can 
ship goods from St. Lwuls to New 
York, Boston or Philadelphia at exact- 
ly the same rate as he can from East 
St. Louis, and anybody can ship from 
New York, Boston or Philadelphia to 
St. Louis, as he can to East St. Louis. 

“It means a tremendous job of sched- 
ule readjustment, but since it meets 
the demands of so many hundreds of 
thousands of people, and since it takes 
St. Louis out of obscurity and gives 
her a conspicuous place en the rail- 
road map, it is a good investment of 
time and industry. 

“And does this readjustment remove 
the arbitrary burden from coal also?” 

_ Arbitrary on Bituminous. 

“From anthracite, yes. From bitum- 
inous, no. What you call the ‘arbitrary’ 
becomes other than a fictional expres- 
sion when applied to coal or a” : 
els. that comes from a Zor 
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one hundred miles of St. Louis. In 
such a short haul the major part of 
the cost is the handling in the territory 
of the Terminal system. 

‘The car of coal comes a few miles 
over the prairie, and enters one of. he 
most expensive systems in the counify. 
It may come five miles over the line 
it orginates on, and then we may have 
to handle it over a bridge, through the 
city, and over ten, fifteen or twenty 
miles of our belt _lines, and to switch 
it into a factory. 

“The initial five miles cannot, of 
course, be made to absorb the ex- 
pensive hauling of the Terminal’s fif- 
teen or twenty miles, hence there’is an 
arbitrary figure named for the Terminal 
handling of 20 cents per ton. In other 
words, where the main cost of trans- 
portation is on the line that brings the 
freight in, the freight charge is based 
on that line. But where the main cost 
is within the Terminal lines, while the 
minor cost is on the line which hauls 
the car over a few miles of prairie, the 
charge is bas@d on the Terminal ser- 
vice.”” 

“So that our fuel supply still carries 
the burden of the arbitrary?’ 

“You call it the arbitrary, but, in the 
sense you apply it, the term is non- 
sense. There is no arbitrary aboué it. 
Ji:is a price, and a cheap price—so cheap 
that no other city in America can 
natch it—that we charge for taking a 
car of coal at some point several miles 
east of East. St. Louis, switching it on 
to our tracks, hauling it through East 
St. Louis, over a bridge or ferry, car- 
rying it miles through the city, then 
eut to any factory aléng our 16 miles 
of belt line and delivering it oa the fac- 
tory switch. 

“Later we must send 
haul away the empty car. 

“Yet you call our charge of 20 cents 
per ton on that car a ‘bridge arbitrary.’ 
No city in America gives the same serv- 
ice for the same money. 

Passenger Cars, $37. 

“If the car carries 2 tons, we gei $i 
for that work. Your own Legislature 
allows vs by statute $3: for the mere 
switching of that car, to say nothing 
of our workin bringing it from far over 
in Illinois and tWen across the river. 

“Why, then, call our charge a ‘bridge 
arbitrary?’. Why not concede that it is 
a legitimate price for the service we 
render, even though there were no 
Lridge or river te cross””’ 

Mr. McChesney's voice was not pitched 

higher and nothing but his color »vi- 
Wenced the growing temper back of this 
inquiry. After some desultory discus- 
sion,the subject of the emancipation was 
again taken up. 
“Mr. MeChesne-’, will the revision of 
rates that is now in process wipe out 
the charge of 75, 50 and 25 cents for each 
passenger destined to New York, Pitts- 
burg and Indianapolis, respectively?” 

‘That's another matter concerning 
wi, the public is wrongly informed 
No revision of terminal rate> can have 
anything whatever to do with these pas- 
senger charges. In the past four years 
the Terminal company has never made 
any charge whatever for any passenger 
carried. ! 

“In 1900 we abolished all individua! 
passenger charges and took our bridge 
conductors off all trains. From that time 
to now we have charged every railroad 
company $3 for each coach—whether day 
coach or sleepe>—for each car, in fact, 
that was a revenue earner. If the car

“What the railroad company charges 
its passengers for this service is no 
affair of our Terminal Association, and 
we should fiot be blamed for it.’”’ 

Roads Not Same as Terminal. 

“But the Terminal Association and the 
railroad companies are one and the 
same thing, are they not?’ 

“No, sir; they are not. Fourteen roads 
own the Terminal company, and each of 
the roads owns one-fo.rteenth of it. The 


frepresentatitves of these roads are the 


hardest people I have to deal with— 
much harder than the general public 
They are always jealous of their rights 


and always demanding prompt and equal 


service. 

‘Besides, any other road outside of 
these 14 has the rame rate of $3 per car, 
and you surely wouldn't hold that such 


a road was identical with the Terminal.” 


In short, Mr. McChesney claimed that 
the bridge arbitrary, in all of the sub- 
stance which made it hateful to St. 
Louis, is dead and gone. 

“And now,” said Mr. McChesney, 
“since the Terminal Co. has done all 
that the Post-Dispatch and the various 
commercial associations asked of it, in 
abolishing the bridge arbitrary, let us 
talk about what our system is and what 
it proposes to do. 

‘You say it has met 
mands of the public. Is that a fact? 
What about the congestion of freight 
and the delays in getting cars across 
the river?” 

Denies Delays Now. 

“Nothing at all about it. There are 
no delays, and we get cars across the 
river just as rapidly as though no river 
were there to be crossed.

T has been stated that 256,738,029 "Havsuna” cigars are exported from 
Cuba annualiy and that 30 per cent of them are smoked by Ameri- 
Cc That places the number at 79,483,125, while England takes 
92500,000, Germany from 25 to 30 millions and France 10 to 12 mil- 
In the United States there are smoked every year about $00,000,000 
The internal revenue tax was paid on over &,000,000,000 cigars in 
190€. The tax was also paid upon 354,915,499 pounds of smoking and chew- 
ing tebacco. This would make a total of about 380,000,000 pounds of tp- 
bacco used In pi United States and allowing 800 pounds per acre would 
require about 475,000 acres of fertile ground to grow the crop. As tobac- 
eo ig an exhausting crop, from 290 to 300 pounds of fertilizer must be 
used on each acre of ground annually if the crop is raised continuously.

All cars 
carrying freight for North St. Louis 
will be sorted out, made into trains and 
run down onto transfer boats, of which 
we will build a fleet sufficient for all 
needs. 

“The river at this point will be only 
1500 feet wide, and these boats will make 
quick trips witu their trains of freimht 
cars, so .that the east side yards 
and the west side yards will be prac- 
tically one great area or system. 

“When all of this is finished no cars 
for St. Louis delivery need remain on 
the east side more than a -ew hours, 
and this city will have the finest freight 
delivery system in the world, with 
yards closely accessible from every part 
of every bus.ness district.”’ 

‘‘And have you no preference as to the 
location of the free bridge?’ 

“None at all. The free bridge fitted 
into a great many plans for forcing an 
abolition ef the bridge arbitrary. Its 
sole purpose was, as l understood, to 
furnish such competition as would com- 
pel an abandonment of ‘freight charges 
on the two other bridges and the fer- 
ries. 

“It never had my indorsement as a 
business proposition, but I suppose that 
is not strange. Now that the object 
has been attained which the free bridge 
was designed to accomplish, it may be 
that the city will see no adequate reason 
for investing its three ana one-half mil- 
lions. 

Free Bridge Won’t Help. 

“However that may be, I am not dis- 
posed to volunteer anv advice or sug- 
gestions. The bridge, it built, will 
neither hamper nor help our terminal 
system, since the now existing ridges 
can easily care for all the business of 
the next decade. 

“Kour years ago, with only ‘0 per 
cent of the freight we new- handle, we 
were daily overwhelmed with com- 
plaints about delayed cars on one side 
of the river or the other. Now, with a 
record of 7800 cars handled per day, my 
office is a quiet, retiring place to which 
not one complainant or complaint comes 
in sometimes for two or tnree days. 

‘Tf the Post-Dispatch or the free 
bridge people can improve such a con- 
dition as that, I will be an interested 
listener as to how.” 

“Have you any complaints of discrimi- 

nation by your own emploves between 
railroads?’”’ 
“None whatever. Discrimination is 
practically impossipvle, because it would 
be too plainly visivie, now that all traf- 
fic is being hanaied without delays. 
When there was congestion and cars 
stood for days on connecting line tracks 
it was easy to favor one road above 
another if we had been so disposed, and 
consequently there was room for sus- 
picion. 

Calls Favoritism Preposterous. 
“Now, however, when a car averages 
less than a day in transit through our 
system, any charge of favoritism would 
be preposterous. 

“Moreover, as I said before, the in- 
dividual roads are our most severe and 
vigilant critics. They insist on the very 
quickest service. The 14 roads in the 
ownership get no returns for the guar- 
antee which they have given to secure 
the Terminal Association bonds, except 
the compensation of efficient service, 
which brings thousands of cars through 
St. Louis over their roads, which for- 
merly went around St. Louis by reason 
of delay here. : 
‘‘Moreover, there are many other. 
roads than the 14 owners which we 
serve exactly the same as we do the 14. 

Transportation, Single Item. 

“Our outer belt, when completed, will 
be 16 miles long, and our inner belt is 
eight miles long. On these belts many 
industries have been located. 

“All roads have common rights, 


not. On all of our switches, existing or 
contemplated, all roads must be given 
common privilege and common prices 
for service. A car that comes from the 
east side on whatever tine, is delivered 
by us on any switch of our belt line 
within the city limits at exactly the 
same figure as though it were placed on 
a switch at the end of either bridge. 

“The price is fixed before the car 
leaves its destination, and the transpor- 
tation charge is a simple item, including 
bridge, switching and all else. 

“This places a manufacturer at any 
point in the city limits on exactly the 
same basis as one down in the busy 
district, and offers special inducements 
for abandoning the congested terri- 
tory and spreading out. 
jae may be said that 20 cents a ton 
on coal is a high figure, but when you 
consider even the switching charges 
alone that the law allows, it appears 
clearly .that the service is cheap, in- 
deed. 

“With our system as we have it 
planned, St. Louis manufactories and 
St. Louis commercial houses are as- 
sured facilities and economies enjoyed 
by no other city in the entire world. 
I rejoice with you that the arbitrary 
has finally been eliminated and that St. 
Louis has been forever made a basing 
point.”’ 

“And how do you justify the pro- 
posed leasing rate of $2.40 per square 
per year on the valuable property at 
the river front?’’ 

Present Prices a Guide, 

“That is the price we are now pay- 
ing for such property as we are leav- 
ing there. 

“But that is not the principal agree- 
ment. The Terminal Co. would have 
no existence but for the _ business 
necessities of St. Louis. You have had 
a most striking demonstration of what 
good terminals, contrasted with bad 
terminals, mean for the progress of 
the city of St. Louis. You have seen 
that, with good terminals, commercial 
progress is made by great leaps, and 
a great volume of freight is attracted 
here instead of driven away. 

“You can readily see short hauls, 
quick and certain access to freight 
cars means hundreds of thousands of 
dollars saved by our merchants. 

“All of these facts represent the di- 
rect interest St. Louis has in good 
terminals, properly located. Is it good 
citizenship, or good statesmanship, 
then, to put obstacles in the way of 
such an equipment—to refuse co-opera- 
tion toward the common purpose we 
are all interested in, and to indulge in 
a dickering policy relating to a few 
thousands, more or less, of rent on 
real estate? 

“A freight car, with unloading room, 
occupies, let us say, 500 square feet. 
Wath low rates for service there is an 
absolute limit to what a terminal com- 
pany can afford to pay for use of these 
500 square feet. 

“The pending ordinance would fix the 
rental (if this be a correct approxima- 
tion of space) at five times $2.40, or $12 
a year, for space to stand one car. Of 
course, all space would not always pe 
occupied, but the rent would go on. Now 
is it good policy for St. Louis to squeeze 
for a little more money at the risk of 
making this great scheme impractica- 
ble?”’ 

Pays Estate More Than City. 
“But you pay much more for the 
Ranken lease.”’ 

“Yes, we pay there what we absolute- 
ly have to—not what is merely right. 
We had to have that space and we stood 
for the price. We do not have to have 
the filled space on the river front, and 
we simply can’t take it at an unfair 
price. 

“But who loses most when we aban- 
don it—the city or the Terminal com- 
pany? The location is worth many thou- 
sands per year to the shippers and re- 
ceivers, while another location, faf re- 
moved, would serve the purposes of the 
Terminal company practically as well. 
““We want the Assembly and the mer- 
chants to consider that there are two 
beneficiaries in this transaction, and the 
city is much the greater beneficiary. 
“The Terminal company is not a mon- 
ey-making concern, as ‘its history
